MILLIONS LAID BARE BY FIRE 


Forest fires in Canada during the 
five years between 1918-1922 laid bare 
3,616,000 acres of merchantable tim¬ 
ber growing on public-owned lands. 
The value of this timber, as it stood 
in the forests, was over 35 million dol¬ 
lars. In addition to this enormous 
fire-swept area over 4 million acres of 
young growth was swept out of exist¬ 
ence, valued at $17,921,000. On what 
are called cut-over lands from which 
the matured timber has been taken but 
containing considerable value in 
young growth, 2,600,000 acres were 
destroyed by fire with a conservative 
valuation of $2,700,000. The Domini¬ 
on Forestry Branch makes the total of 
destroyed forests in excess of 10 mil¬ 
lion acres, with a valuation of $56,- 
660,000. - Added bo this is a property 
loss in excess of $13,000,000, a'so cost 
of fire fighting, $2,500,000, making a 
grand total of $72,806,000 in the five 
year period. These figures, wh'le bad 
enough in themselves, are not a com¬ 
plete statement of the economic loss 
to Canada through forest fires. In 
the forest industry more than in ^Jiy 
other the cost of the manufactured 
product is made up of labor charge.'. 
Hence destruction of present and fu¬ 
ture timber crops involves direct loss 
of the means of sustenance of an im¬ 
portant part of our population. Soil 
deterioration following forest fires 
has never been estimated but decreas¬ 
ed production over enormous areas 
means a great set-back to the future 
prosperity of Canada. These losses 
cannot go on indefinitely if Canada’s 
forest industries, accounting for a 
production of wealth amounting to 
600 million dollars a year, are to re¬ 
main in operation. The present way 
we are travelling leads to destruction 
as far as our forest resources are 
concerned. 


JUST EVOLUTION 


Italy has her Mussolini, Russia her 
Lenin, Spain her Primo Rivera and 
now Bulgaria has broken into the rev¬ 
olutionary trio with leaders as yet un¬ 
named. Don’t let all this revolution 
alarm or depress you. Pessimists see 
this revolutionary growth and fear 
the establishment of communism or 
some similar radical form of political 
expression in Canada. There are even 
American leaders who boldly predict 
revolution unless some economic 
abuses are remedied. There is nothing 
to be worried about. All the political 
upheavals in Italy, Russia, Spain and 
Bulgaria are just evolution working 
out according to the differing tem¬ 
peraments and ideals of the people. 
Evolution does not work like that 
'among the Anglo-Saxon peoplea The 
French terror could have happened 
nowhere but in France; Bolshevism 
could have grown nowhere but in 
Russia; Fascismo is an exclusive pro¬ 
duct of Italy; only Britain could have 
produced a Cromwell. Evolution 
works out among Anglo-Saxons along 
economic lines, industrial organiza¬ 
tion has done more for v Anglo-Saxons 
than legions of soldiera We can’t 
catch a disease to which we are ndt 
susceptible.—Vancouver Sun.

WILL REMAIN HERE 


The British harvesters brought in 
to the west by the C.P.R. to assist in | 
garnering the big crop of wheat, no 1 
doubt prevented a grave shortage of 1 
men and enabled our farmers to har-1 
vest their crop at a fairly reasonable 
wage raite. Meanwhile efforts will be 
made to kep these men in the country. 
It is said that all industries in Canada 
are showing unmistakable signs of 
improvements and many skilled and 
unskilled men will be required. The 
lumbering industry is due for its bu¬ 
siest winter for many years, and offi¬ 
cials of the employment service of 
Canada say that 15,000 men will be 
needed. Harvesters are advised to 
stick to the farm as long as they can 
until winter sets in. 


Three vital sections of the Bank 
Act passed during the last session of 
parliament did not go into effect until 
October 1st and these have to do with 
the returns made by the banks to the 
department of finance and with the. 
new penalties for making false or in¬ 
complete sttaements regarding the 
financial condition of banks. The out¬ 
standing change made by these sec¬ 
tions, with their related schedules, is 
that the officers of the bank making 
the statements must irT future take an 
oath that full provision has been made 
for bad and doubtful debts in the valu¬ 
ation of current loans and discounts. 


It is interesting to note thut Fat 
Films gives his endorsation to the Al¬ 
ls ita wheat pool. We recall tint in 
the years gone by, Mr. Bums has ad¬ 
vised Alberta stockmen against the 
dumping of cattle on the market at 
certain periods which has resulted in 
heavy losses to stock growers.

Killam Farmer has Completed Great 
Machine which does Away with 
Binding and StooRing 


Reason of Prince of Wales’ Visit to 
High River Ranch is Furnished 
By Editor of Collyer's 
Weekly 


Advance Subscriptions Aggregate 
Than $72,000,000—Syndicate 
Launches Campaign 


Members and officials of the provin¬ 
cial government headed by Hon. Geo. 
Hoodley, minister of agriculture, paid 
a visit to the farm of J. H. Hau'ser of 
Killam, this week, where Mr. Hauser 
is perfecting a combination of inven¬ 
tions to harvest grain without the 
necessity of binding err stooking. Mr. 
Hauser has sucessfully established a 
method of reaping grain without use 
of binder .twine or stookers. He uses 
an ordinary push binder with a 12-foot 
swath, cutting to a five or six inch 
stubble and laying tlfe grain in win- 
rows on this stubble. An extension 
attachment to the machine is dropped 
on the second round of the field to the 
level of the machine table thus run¬ 
ning the grain from the second round 
out 24 feet laying it on top of the first 
winrow. The grain dries perfectly by 
lying on top of the stubble. In thresh¬ 
ing Mr. Hauser has been using a load¬ 
er. By a patent arrangement the grain 
is unloaded from the loader at the sep¬ 
arator in neat stacks. Mr. Hausci’s 
plan is to perfect a combination of the 
loader and thresher. So interested is 
the government in Mr. Hauser’s ef¬ 
forts to perfect his ideas and solve to 
a great extent the problem of harvest 
labor, that it is considering steps to ' 
assist him, and procure the full bene¬ 
fit of his operations for the farmers 
of the province.

Cash subscriptions to date present 
a striking contract to the situation, 
which existed when the government 
offered its renewal loan last ye; r to 
holders of 1922 Victory bonds. That 
offer lasted for well over two mnt’.in, 
during which period the total of i ,n- 
v-f.-Uns was only $110,000,000. In the 
two days preceding the present offer¬ 
ing cash subscriptions, in excess of 
$72,800,000 have been receiver, which 
is two-thirds of the entire amount tak¬ 
en up during last year’s conversion 
loan. Practiically every dollar of the 
subscriptions taken into account to 
date represents entirely new money. 

Buyers of the new bonds are be¬ 
ing gJven'Lhelr choice of a long or 
a short maturity. The former is of 
twenty years’ duration offered at 
98.25 and interest at which price it 
will yield the investor 5.14 per cent’. 
Those who prefer securities with ap¬ 
proximately the same life as the aver¬ 
age first mortgage can buy a five-year 
bond at 99, which will return 5.23 per 
cent on the investment. ~

It is expected that from 
twenty to forty lessons will be given 
in the case of each applicant for the 
service, and the work will be carried 
on under the direction and supervision 
of the department.

Some features of this work are as fol¬ 
lows: Seven Red Cross hospitals have 
ben established and operated. One 
hundred and seventy eight babiics 
have been born in Red Cross institu¬ 
tions. Fifteen Aid classes have been 
held, and health lectures have been
